Inspectors and sub-inspectors to look 
after the people, keep a complete cen- 
sus, and further recommend that no 
person be allowed to move -Ms place of 
residence until further order of the 
Board. 
This proposition was well received 


among business men generally and'.S. 
M Ballou took the matter In 'hand 'at 
once and proceeded to draft a schedule 
o! the proposed districts. Colonel J. H.

section of the city created a panicky 
feeling, especially among the women 
and children, In view of the reported 
suspicious case in their midst. Many 
of the stores intended closing up yes- 
terday, but even this course, without 
previous Intimtalon of doing this, was 
abandoned for the time being. E. W. 
Jordan's store, on Fort street, was 
closed, together with Counter's jewelry 
store and Mrs. Hanna's place. As a 
mark of courtesy to E. W. Jordan's 
store, the firm of Whitney & Marsh 
closed at noon. 


Early yesterday morning Dr. Burgess 


reported a suspicious case at the Ar- 
lington hotel ' His patient was one, of 
the Japanese women employed there as 
a chambermaid 
Guards were at once 


despatched and surrounded the hotel, 
pi eventing any egress by the guests, 
who were taken unawares. 
Dr. How- 


ard, 
upon examination of the woman, 


was convinced that It was a case of 
plague. A brick building, well con- 
structed, in good sanitary condition, 
having cement floor and rat-proof is 
the building which had been the strick- 
en woman's abode. Everything within 
•the-structure will be destroyed by fire, 
but the building will be allowed to 
stand. Dr. Wood states that such a 
building can be placed 
in a sanitary 


condition, but it cennot be Inhabited or 
used for a long period. 


As soon as practicable a census of the 


guests and employes was taken includ- 
ing the main hotel, cottages and the 
rooming quarters in the building fac- 
ing on Hotel street At noon it was 
decided that the guests would De re- 
leased upon a strict requirement that 
they report twice a day to a physician 
who would be in attendance. 
Several 


of the stores in the Arlington Annex 
were closed pending the status of the 
Arlington guests, but opened again 
late in the afternoon. 


This case, together with that of Mrs. 


Boardman, threw the city into a fever 
of excitement, and the citizens finally 
came to the belief that steps should be 
taken by them to assist the Board of 
Health to prevent the disease appear- 
ing in new localities. Rumors of new 
cases were rife. Some came from Wai- 
klkl, others from Pauoa and two in a 
block near the Arlington. These ru- 
mors simmered down as the afternoon 
drew to a close to just the one case at 
the Arlington Hotel. Dr. Wood, at the 
Board meeting in the afternoon, said:

In announcing the call for the pub- 


lic meeting with the representative 
citizens, President Wood said: 


"This meeting was called at the In- 


stance of some of the citizens who 
made their wishes known to the presi- 
dent of the Board that some action 
taken by the citizens to assist - 
Board in its attempt to stamp out the 
plague. The idea met the approval of 
the Board and a meeting was called to 
discuss plans for all the citizens to 
take a hand^in preventing'the 
of the disease. There are two main 
ways in which the citizens can help us 
in the detection of cases. In many in- 
stances when we find a sick pefson we 
find that the patient has been sick for 
two or hree days. Of course, It Is 
much more difficult for the Board to 
carry out its work when the inspection 
has to be conducted over such a large 
area. We have the old quarantine difl- 
tnct in full control now. 


"The question now is to find the 


people who have been exposed with 
those uho have been sick. They must 
be apprehended before they have an 
opportunity to scatter all over the city. 
In this way new centers of infection 
will be established. 
At the present 


time every new case of sickness among 
the native and Chinese is the signal for 
all the other people In a house to de- 
camp to other parts. 


"The two ways In which the citizens 


can render the most aid to the Board 
are these: Assisting the Board in re- 
porting cases and in preventing people 
from moving away. Mr. S. M. Ballou 
has been instrumental in getting this 
matter up, and I will ask him to 
speak." 


Mr.'Ballou: "Mr. President, some of 


us felt that we should endeavor to as- 
sist the Board. In such an emergency 
it was suggested that we prepare our 
organization even before receiving rec- 
ognition from the Board, even at the 
risk of being premature. 
We brought 


together a representative body of bus- 
iness men. Mr. Thnrston and myself, 
together with Colonel Fisher and A. 
W. Carter, formulated a schedule of 
districts for the Citizens' 
Sanitary 


Committee, and now appear before the 
Board and ask for power to go ahead 
exactly on the same lines as were used 
during the cholera times. 


"We have divided the city into forty 


districts, where there were but twenty 
in the cholera epidemic, in order to get 
more thorough work. We are prepared 
to commence work if the Board will 
commission us as acting for the Board 
We are prepared to get our Inspectors 
together, and will call for volunteers 
from the citizens to act as inspectors 
and sub-inspectors. We hope to make

LONDON, Dec. 28 —The Morning 


Post has received the following from 
Winston Churchill under date of De- 
cember 26th, telegraphed from Chlev- 
eley Camp, where he has arrhed. 


"All ranks have complete confidence 


in Sir Redvers Buller, and there is a 
stern determination ^ to succeed next 
time at all costs. A painful impression 
was caused by the announcement of the 
change of commander-in-chief, and the 
soldiers here are resolved to vindicate 
their trusted leader.

I had to 
make wide detours to avoid bridges, 
stations and huts, and so my progress 
was very slow.

Hawaiian Railway Outlook-Conven- 


tion Delegates — Sam Parker's 


Return-to Washington. 


WASHINGTON, 
January 
2 —Th 


Senate Committee on Foreign Relations 
will meet to-morrow to consider the 
Dill providing a government for the Ha- 
waiian Islands. Senator Cullom, the 
author of the bill, said to-day that he 
hoped it would be reposed soon, and 
added that as soon as possible after the 
action of the committee he would ask 


1 ie Senate to take the bill up for con- 
sideration. So far as has been road* 
known there is no general opposition 
to the bill, though some of its features 
will be antagonized 
A few Senators 


are urging that the measure be amend- 
ed so as to leave the customs laws ap- 
plying to the islands as they now stand 
and to omit the provision for a Dele- 
gate in Congress for the present, .be- 
cause of the possible effect of this 
provision of the Constitution in the in- 
terest of Porto Rico and possibly in the 
interest of the Philippines, to say noth- 
ing of Cuba. 


A Favorable Beport. 


\\ ASHINGTON, 
January 
4 — The 


Senate will dispose of the Hawaiian 
question without delay. The Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations to-day filed 
its report on the Cullom bill, which is 
the measure drafted by the Hawaiian 
Commission, consisting of Senators 
Oullom and Morgan and Representative 
Hitt, who visited the islands in the 
summer of 1898. The report is favor- 
able to the bill as it stands and recom- 
mends only two or three minor amend- 
ments. 


Chief among th« amendments is the 


following section: 
"All sales, grants, 


leases and other disposition of the pub- 
he domain, and agreements concerning 
the sam? and all franchises granted by 
the Hawaiian Government 
in con- 


formity with the laws of Hawaii prior 
to September 11, 1899, are ratified and 
confirmed." 
It is probable that this amendment 


•will be subjected to close scrutiny be- 
cause of certain legislation that was 
passed by the Hawaiian Legislature in 
July, 1898, "wlhile Congress was con- 
sidering the question of the annexation 
of the islands. Other amendments of 
importance are that the Chief Justice 
and Justices of the Supreme Court shall 
serve for nine years and n»t during 
good behavior, as was provided in the 
•original bill. The committee also rec- 
ommends the appointment of a United 
States District Judge at a salary of 
$5000 by the President in addition to 
the a_her Federal officials named in the 
bill. Other amendments recommended 
by the Oommittte on Foreign Rela- 
tions have to do only with matters of 
le-gal phraseology aqd tihe slm'plinca- 
tion of the provisions of the measure. 
It is probaible that as soon as the 


Senate shall have disposed of the cur- 
rency bill It iwill take up *he Qullom 
bill, providing a government for the 
territory of Hawaii, and it Is a foregone 
conclusion that the Wll will pass ithe 
House and the Senate without amend- 
ments of importance. 


Thj Senate Committee on Commerce 
also reported favorably today two bills 
introduced toy Senator Frye (providing 
for the extension of the laws relating 
to commerce, navigation and merchant 
seamen over the Hawaiian islands and 
Porto Rico. 
ihe reporton ithe Hawaiian "bill states 
that about 75 per cent of the trade be- 
tween the Islands and the United States 
is carried on in American vessels, or 
290,766 tons in American bottoms and 
101,264 tons In foreign bottoms. It rec- 
ommends that all vessels owned toy citi- 
zens of the Hawaiian islands toe ac- 
corded registration In the United States, 
as was done at the time of the acquisi- 
tion of Alaska and Louisiana. It dis- 
approves, however, of the registration 
of vessels admitted to Hawaiian iregis- 
TV since the annexation to this coun- 
?ry. 


Both the Hawaiian and 'Porto Rican 


bills provide that coasting trade be- 
tween those Islands and any other por- 
tions of the United States shall ibe regu- 
lated in accordance with the provisions 
of law applicable to such trade between 
any two great coasting districts. 


Representative Orosvenor of Ohio, 
chairman at tflie House Committee on 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries, has in- 
troduced in the -House (bills identical 
•with the IFrye -bills, according Ameri- 
ran registry Hx> Hawaiian and Porto 
Tiican vessels.'

Secretary Divk of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee to inquire about the 
right of the Hawaiian Islands to'be rep- 
resented by uelegates at the Phil?.del- 
phia convention, because the national 
committee in its published call had 
made no allotments of delegate^ to 
them 


It was suggested to 'hi'm that the Re-

Parker, the Honolulu capitalist, left for 
Washington last night wkii Undtec 
States Senators George L. Shoup ol 
Idaho and C D Clark of Wyoming as 
their guest in the parlor car. Mr. Par- 
ker returned from the national capital 
several days ago and his sudden de- 
parture for the East has set tongues 
wagging in the local Hawaiian colony. 


Parker, during the royal regime in 


the Islands, was prominent and influ- 
ential in a political way. Re has hosts 
of friends in the Islands and 4s prob- 
ably stronger than ever today because 
he was favorable to annexation. 


George D. Gear, the Honolulu lawyer,

"It is my opinion that Mr. Parker 


has gone Bast at the request of Presi- 
dent McKinley. I believe that he has 
the best show of any man at this time 
to be Governor of Hawaii when it is 
ad'Tirtted aa a Territory. 


"A few days ago in Washington I 


was with Parker when he called on the 
President. The latter asked him If he 
remembered his brother David, when 
tue was an American Consul at Hono- 
lulu. Parker replied in the affirmative 
and then informed the President that 
he had sent his brother to San Fran- 
cisco as Consul General for Hawaii. 
The President asked him many per- 
tinent questions and got much infor- 
mation from him. I am fully convinc- 
ed -that Mr. Parker is not seeking the 
office of Governor."

GERMAN STEAMER SEIZED. 


An Incident in Delagoa Bay Arouses 


German Anger. 


DURBAN. Friday, Dec. 29.—The Brit- 


ish cruiser Magiclence'seized the Ger- 
man steamer Bundesrath in North Del- 
agoa Bay. She will be 'taken before a 
prize court. 


LONDON, Dee. 30.—It is stated here 
that there were three German officers 
and twenty men, attired in ikhaki and 
intending to serve the Boers, on board 
the Bundesrath, which explains her 
capture. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Diplomats 


are much Interested in the seizure by 
a British cruiser of the German steamer 
Bundesrath, with German officers and 
men on 'board, and some think It will 
?recdpitate a controversy that may af- 
teot the attitude of Germany and other 
European powers toward the South Af- 
rica u war. 


At the German Embassy the incident 


s not regarded as serious. Said an at- 
tache: "If Ger_an vessels or any other 
passenger steamer has passengers .who 
are registered for Pretoria it is difficult 
to see how they can be rightfully stop- 
ped. It is fair to presume that if tueyj 
iwere bound for the Boer army they 
•would not announce that fact. As long 
as the war continues there are li'kely 
to he seizures for investigation, and 
each case will ibe treated on its merits. 
One thing is certain—no German offi- 
cers are going into the Boer army by 
authority of -the Government, and the 
jennan Government will enforce neu- 
trality laws Just as all other Govern- 
ments will." 
BERujIN, January 1.—It is announc- 


ed that the German protected cruisers 
Condor and Schwaltoe are now on the 
way to Delagoa 'bay. 
BERLIN, December 31.—Regarding 


the seizure toy the British cruiser Ma- 
gicienne of the imperial mail steamer 
Bundesrath of the German East Afri- 
can line, a high official of the German 
Foreign office who was interviewed to- 
day says: "Silence must t*e preserved 
at present concerning the actual status 
01 the negotiations which have been 
begun, with Great Britain about the 
matter. Appropriate steps 'have been 
taken, of which Germany must await 
the result. The matter is regarded 'by 
Germany as of tlhe utmost Importance, 
because seriously involving the rights 
of neutrals." 


A Second Seizure. 


BERLIN, Jan, 4 —The imperial mail 
steamer General has been detained at 
Aden and occupied by Britisih troops 
•witlh the object of searching her cargo, 
which is to be discharged. The General 
is owned by the German East African 
line, the owners of the Bundesratlh, pre- 
viously captured by the British cruiser 
Magtcienne off Delagoa. 
The seizure of the Imperial steamer 
Genera! has considerably aggravated 
the situation 'here, and the indignation 
against England is intensified. The 
Government is still earnestly endeavor- 
ing to preserve correct official relations, 
but England will do wHl to hasten to 
make the amende honorable to Ger- 
anany. 
On absolutely reliable authority- the 


correspondent of the Associated Press 
Jearas thait Emperor William is now 
thoroughly aroused 'by th-e repeated 
seizures of vessels, not one of which lie 
has been assured, is guilty of earning 
contraband.

Four explosive bombs, a few arms and 
500 rounds of ammunition were dis- 
covered in a bouse in the center of 
Manila this morning, while the police 
were seeking Recarte, the insurgent 
leader, who was said to have come to 
Manila in the hlope of effecting an out- 
break yesterday, by taking advantage 
of the mobilization of the 
American 


troops at General Lawton's funeral. 


Today it developed that the plot in- 


cluded the throwing of 'boimbs among 
the foreign consuls attending the cere- 
monies, in order to bring about inter- 
national complications. These, it seems 
were to have been thrown from the 
Escolta high buildings, but tb^e avoid- 
ance of the Escolta by the funeral pro- 
cession s-polled the plan. The populace, 
it is thought, 'had been prepared for the 
attempt by a rumor circulated widely 
among the natives yesterday that Agui- 
naldo was In Manila and would possi- 
bly lead the outbreak.

In regard to all 
the other buildings on, the block, he 
said It would, in his opinion, be the 
wisest course to condemn them and de- 
stroy them by fire. 


"The place ought to be burned right 


away, as It is out of the quarantine dis- 
trict and is surrounded by three well- 
used streets. If it is destroyed at once 
that may prevent the further 
spread 


of the disease in that locality." 


Dr. Emerson: "I move that the 


block described by the President, with 
the exception of the Occidental Hotel, 
be declared to be Infected with plague." 
So carried, together with a similar mo- 
tion which condemns the block to be 
destroyed by fire. As the firemen are 
to have a rest today, this work may be 
accomplished some time tomorrow. By 
this order the firemen will be com- 
pelled to burn their own engine house, 
the old No. 2, a two-story frame struct- 
ure.

The proper Quarantine regulations to 


be adopted is a subject that has occu- 
pied the public as well as the official 
mind during most of the pas-t week, and 
even now there is no consensus of ou n- 
ion upon the question. The regulations 
published in the Tribune of one week 
ago were thought too stringent by so/ne 
and not stringent enough by others. A 
meeting of the sanitary committee wa 
called on Tuesday evening by the Sher 
iff, and as a result of the discussion 
held at that time an order was issue 
prohibiting 
farther 
communication 


with Honolulu for a period of ten days 
The physicians present expressed th( 
opinion that just a.s surely as commu 
nication was kept up, so surely woulc 
the .plague find its .way here. This or 
der was made to apply to mail matter 
as well as Jo freight aind passengers 
expert opinion going to show that there 
was danger in letters, in spite of an> 
amount of fumigatiion; for this reason 
that the saliva with which the stamps 
and envelopes are usually moistened, is 
one of the surest means of conveying 
plague germs, and being tightly closed 
up befwt?en the layers of >paper is not 
susceptible to the disinfectant. After- 
ward1, the envelopes being thrown 
away, and perhaps becoming -wet, the 
parts pasted together .break loose and 
the germs are at liberty. 
These regulations were made to ap- 


ply to the Kinau, which 'Waralready on 
her way to Hilo. Upon her arrival on 
Wednesday evening, she was according- 
ly boarded toy the Sheriff and landing 
refused for everything''but mail, to the 
great disgust of the officers on board, 
and more or less people ashore who had 
freight coming by her, including sev- 
eral thousand .bags of rice. The mail 
was sent to the fumigating station on 
Cocoanu't Island and in the morning 
•was distributed from the post office, 
people "being obliged to tear off envel- 
opes and wrappers and throw them in- 
to a small fire -which was built -there 
for *he occasion. 
Subsequently a meeting, of the sani- 
tary committee was called .by the Sher- 
iff'at his-offioe, to consider ^whether any 
of the freight should be allowed on 
shore, and the four caibto passengers 
who came up, 'having fulfilled the iregu- 
lar quarantine time in Honolulu. A 
considerable number of persons other 
than the committee were also present, 
who joined in the discussion, some tak- 
ing one side and some the other. Tne 
affair was a decidedly stormy one, and 
remarks of a very plain unequivocal 
and frequently uncomplimentary na- 
ture were indulged in.
